It is freely admitted there are many “frills” | 
in today’s curriculum and these can be justi- | 
fied by most understanding parents. The ex- 
amination, widely recognized and accepted 
as a solid basis for analysing students, proves | 
that Upland teachers are doing very, very well | 
with our local students. 

Never has there been any general express- 
ed dissatisfaction with the Upland school sys- 
tem. Mr. Cook and his staff of teachers have 
established an enviable record in developing 
scholars and in maintaining a high education- 
al plane. On the whole, the Upland school 
system is unusually popular in the community. 

When it was announced that the minimum 
annual salary of all Upland teachers would be 
increased $500 we expected some adverse re- 
action. Some close observers expressed sur- 
prise the increase was as much as $500 but on 
the whole, not one word of objection has been 
put in print or voiced for public distribution. 

This situation is another indication that Up- 
land parents and taxpayers in general are 
very welk pleased with the educational re- 
sults. 


perhaps, a number of Warren’s political breth- 
ren seem to figure that whatever course he fol- 
lows, he won‘t end up as Governor of Calif- 
ornia after next year. 


Attacks on the Governor, though without 
discernible pattern, also are becoming more 
frequent and more widespread. And War- 
ren’s program in the Legislature appears to be 
bogged down. In the Assembly, the Gover- 
nor is faced with a full-fledged revolt on the 
part of majority leader Harold K. Levering of 
Los Angeles and others. 

Lashing out at the Warren Adminisiration 
as a “New Deal, Handout” regime, Levering 
has scored the Governor for his stand on as- 
serted fraud and chiseling in the State’s un- 
employment insurance program: 

“Now that the evidence before our special 
investigating committee has shown overwhelm- 
ing proof of jobless benefit frauds ‘of chiselers, 
and the head of the Department of Employ- 
ment, James G. Bryant, admits general fraud, 
the Governor has jumped on the bandwagon 
and says, ‘Let's do something about it,, “ Lev- 
ering charges. 

While Levering’s attack is one of the most 
bitter yet aimed at the Governor, other legis- 
lative critics from both north and south are 
becoming more and more critical. As a con- 
sequence, most Sacramento observers predict 
the governor will be unable to increase state 
taxes or to broaden the state’s social welfare 
program by taking over the aid to the disabled 
programs from the counties. 

Warren has been in tight political spots be- 
re, only to emerge stronger than ever—and 
may de it at this stage of his career. If that is 
the case. though, some of his opponents would 
cae to be underestimating him.—Clem Whit-

W. B. Chaffey planted nearly all 
by his own hands. Ed J. Jaquet, 
a Swiss-American resident, some- 
what of a tree specialist, assist- 
ed Mr. Chaffey in the planting 


















they stand today in their maturity 
pretty much the same as they 
were planted 70 years ago, mak- 
ing one of the most beautiful ave- 
nues in this country . The paving 
of this great highway and the 
grassing of the parkway, came 
gradually as the residents in each 
section felt able financially to pay 
for it. Once improved the two 
cities adjoining paid expense of 
keeping it up. The altitude of the 
Southern Pacific tracks is 1000 
feet in Ontario and rises to 2000 
feet at the head of the avenue.
